2. Large parts of the Kola peninsula are to be devoted to military camps and naval 
and air bases. To support these bases there will be considerable shifts of 
population from White Russia, Latvia, Lithuania, Esthonia, East Prussia and 
Kashubia. New radar and radio stations will be constructed on the shores of the 
White Sea and the satellite states have been already ordered to help in this work. 

3. Changes in the supply arrangements for Soviet submarines operating in this region 
are being studied on the spot under the direction of Admiral S. J? Zacharov

assisted by General P. A. Artemiev, lately commander of the military district of 
Moscow.
